GLORY ARE READJUSTED 

Standard proportions for the Amer¬ 
ican llag and twelve standard sixes 
for the use of the executive depart¬ 
ments of the Federal Government are 
prescribed in an executive order pro¬ 
mulgated recently by President Wil¬ 
son. Sixty-six sixes and many de¬ 
signs of varyiug proportionate width 
and breadth now are in use in the 
Government service. 

The new standard design is one and 
nine-tenths as long as it is wide, with 
the square blue field extending the 
width of seven j)f the (thirteen stripes. 
Positions and sires of the forty-eight 
atari are also tixtd by the order. The 
twrlve flag sixes indicated for Cov¬ 
er iment use vary in width from 141 
feer to jo feet, and where the Union 
Jack is used it is to conform to the 
flag* with which it la flown

The Allies 
are going to win W c believe this 
not merely because our army in 
France is driving back the Germans, 
nor because Russian troops have 
made a brilliant advance, nor because 
the soldiers of France have been 
standing like a rock with magnificent 
valor against the furious attacks 
made on Verdun. We believe it be¬ 
cause the Allies will prove to he 
! si 1 ringer on land than the Germans 
and because we bold unshaken and 
unshakable control of the sea. 

“Secondly, peace cannot be made 
now, because the German Govern¬ 
ment is not prepared for it on any 
terms we could accept. The German 
Government may *;now tliey are go¬ 
ing to be beaten, but the German peo¬ 
ple do not yet know it. They are 
ignorant of the true facts, and their 
Government, which has fed them with 
falsehoods and held out prospect* of 
territorial gains, fears to accept terms 
which would rcc»>gnuc thetr own 
failure. 

“Would Not Be Permanent. 

“Thirdly, because peace made now 
«*n such terms as the German Gov¬ 
ernment would accept 'wmfTtt he no 
permanent peace, hut a mere truce 
It would mean for Europe constant 
disquiet, fresh alarms of war. more 
prvparaltona for war, and further 
competition in prodigious armanenta. 

“Lastly, because we are fighting 
for great principles—principles vital 
to the future of mankind, principles 
which the German Government out¬ 
raged and which must at all costs be 
vindicated. 

“We do not hate the German peo¬ 
ple. We do not wish to break up 
Germany, nor destroy her national 
unity, nor Inflict permanent injury 
upon her. What we desire i* to exor¬ 
cise an evil spirit and discredit the 
military caste which delights in war 
I and threatens not only Europe, hut 
alt countries, America included. 

“Must Defeat Military Caste. 
“Not content for Germany t.’ be a 
great prosperous nation among other 
nation, the German Government de 
j tires to dominate the world. The 
•nly safety for t?t* world is to dis 
I credit by defeat that military caste 
and the military system which gained 
! its control and laid its yoke upon the 
I German people by three sui-c ssful 
wars.** 

In concluding. Viscount Bryce said 
1 that Great Britain was fighting for 
I the deliverance of France and Bel¬ 
gium and such changes in the East 
' as will make it Impossible for the 
'Turkish Allies of Germany ever 
‘again to massacre their Christian 
subjects.'

SOME USES 
OF RICE FOR 
HOUSEWIVES 

Food Specialists Suggest Ways 
ot Serving This Nutri¬ 
tious Cereal 

The cx|$cfta of the Office of Home 
Economic! ot the United State* 
Department of Agriculture have been 
studying the uccs of rice, a food 
which can he served in many palat¬ 
able ways alt the year, but which 
seems particularly appetising in sum¬ 
mer. 

Dolled rice, prepared in Southern 
fashion so that all the grains are kept 
separate, is sufficiently attractive in 
appearance to justify its slight waste¬ 
fulness, except, of course, where 
strictest economy is necessary 
Slowly add a cupful of thoroughly 
w ashed rice to a quart of rapidly boil¬ 
ing water, which contain* two level 
tea spnnnf ula of salt. If carefully 
done, the boiling (which should con¬ 
tinue all the time the rice is cooking) 
will not be stopped. Stirring is not 
permitted, as this will break the rice

fieient to cook the rice, which can be 
tried from time to time by taking 
one or two grain* between the fin-* 
gers, Pour olf all the wafer from 
the cooked rice, cover with a cloth, 
and place in a w: rm part of the atnvc. 

To re- 
meve the starchy material from (he 
outside of the grains, cook* some¬ 
times turn the cocked rice into a 
strainer and pour one quart of hot 
water over it before covering with a 
cloth and allowing to steam and 
swell. A cupful of raw rice cooked 
in this way will give over four cup¬ 
fuls of very white and light, boiled 
rice. The water drained off from the 
rice can be used in soup making to

at Time ot Christ’s Birth 
in Sequoia National Park 

Towering a giant among giants, lit* 
oMcst living thing that connects the 
present with the dim j»act, majestic 
in its mien, its dignity and its world- 
old experience, the “General Sher¬ 
man tree*' is the patriarch of the 
Sequoia National I’ark of California. 
It waa already J.ooc year* old when 
Christ was b--rn, says the National 
Geographic Magazine. In the age 
when tile known world was rocking 
in the throes of the Trojan wars and 
the time that history tells us marked 
the exodus of the Hebrews front 
Egypt, this greatest of Sequoia gigan- 
tea was a flourishing sapling of some 
twenty or thirty feet in height, and 
truly under the especial care of the 
Creator, who held it safe from the 
lightnings of His wrath as be did 
from the attacks of earthly enemies. 

The "General Sherman” was dis¬ 
covered in 1879 by /antes Wolverton, 
a hunter, and named by bint in honor 
of General William Tecumseh Sher¬ 
man. It towers 1790 heel into the 
sky; its base circumference is toa .8 
feet: its greatest diameter, Jf.5, and 
it has develop,',1 a diameter of 17.7 
feet at a point 100 feet above the 
gtound.

The British Drive 


Reports from Germany indicate the 
growth of surprise and dismay at 
the persistence of the British attack 
in the present drive in Picardy, where 
the new English army is moving for¬ 
ward steadily. The Germans have 
made no secret of their contempt for 
the British land forces since the be¬ 
ginning of the war, or for their in¬ 
tense enmity for that nation. In 
coo sequence, when this drive began 
there teem* to luvc been a disposi¬ 
tion to regard it lightly as far as the 
British were concerned, although, as 
It proved, the heaviest German force* 
were thrown in from uf the British 
line rather thin the French. This 
was due, as it proved later, to the 
fact that ihr German position* north 
of I’tronne arc of much more vital 
consequence in the German strategy 
than the position* along the Sotutne, 
and it ha* been of the most urgent 
importance to hold them. Neverthe¬ 
less the British have continued to 
take villages and woods and have 
pressed on until they arc apparently 
on the point of gaining possession of 
the southerly edge of the plateau 
which ranges northward from the 
Si.nime to Bapaume. If they get a 
foothold on this height, which ap¬ 
parently is on or near the third Ger¬ 


man 'me of defense, they will have 
comparatively easy command of Ba 
pantile itself, provided they arc able 
to get their artillery in position up 
the slope The capture cl Bapamne, 
accompanied by renewed French ac¬ 
tivity at I’cronne, w«»uld seriously en¬ 
danger the German western positioi 
A state of surprise ai the efficiency 
of ihe new British army i» reported 
from Berlin, where it w.\* apparently 
believed that tile English Government 
cculd not raise a fighting force by 
conscription worthy to stand against 
the highly drilled, virtually profo- 
•ifttal *>ddier» of Germany. All dit* 
patche* indicate that there i* nu lack 
id force on the British side, and plain¬ 
ly the ammunition supply lias been 
abundant. The carrying of the Ger¬ 
man second lilies east of Albert has 
been a great shock to the Germans, 
who heretofore have been able to hold 
those lino against all assaults If 
the British manage to take the third 
line*, ahull they have already pene¬ 
trated in one or lWo places, they wdl 
have accomplished the primary object 
of the present drive, which, regard!?**

HOW MINES ARE LAID. 


Oe of the ways in which the bel¬ 
ligerent nations lay mines in harbors 
and other waters is described in the 
July Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
On one deck ol a vesacl arc several 
narrow tracks supporting the mines, 
each of which is mounted on wheels. 
Each mine is in turn rolled to the 
stern, and. by means of special 
launching tracks, is dropped into th* 
sea ithout tilting. A mine ol the 
character described is made up ot 
three parts: A spherical floating 
chamber, containing the explosive, 
etc., an anchor chamber which is con¬ 
nected with the former by a cable, 
and a weighted sounding line. The 
length ol the latter is e<iuat to the 
depth at which the mine is to float. 
When the end of the sounding line 
strikes bottom the lessening of its 
pull throws a pawl which prevents 
the drum in the anchor chamber from 
paying out more cable to the sphere 
Consequently the latter is drawn un¬ 
der water to a depth equal to the 
length ot the sounding line, as the 
anchor chamber settle, to the bottom.

L OCOMO TIVE FUEL 

Figures just made public by the

quantity of oil so consumed last year 
wa, 36,648,466 barrels, an Increase of 
5.555,300 barrels, or 18 per cent, over 
the similar consumption in 1914. This 
increase is ascribed lo the relatively 
low prices prevailing for fuel grades 
of oil during the last year and a half 
as a result of the increased production 
ol low-grade crude in the Gulf Coast 
States and in Mexico and ol the aug¬ 
mented output ot suitable residual, 
Irum refineries operating in cver- 
inrreasing number in Oklahoma and 
Kansas.

Sertloti 9 . The Mayor shall, as 
soon as practical?* after the patvage 
amt approval of this Ordinance, issue 
his proclamation calling a special 
election for the City of St. Cloud to 
he held not less than thirty days from 
the date of said proclamation, for the 
purpose of submitting to the elector* 
of said town the approval or rejec¬ 
tion of the issuance of the bond* 
provided for in Section 1 ju/ this 
Ordinance.

THE M ETRIC S YSTEM. 

United States manufacturers and 
dealer* bidding for foreign trade are 
advised to make use of the metric 
system in their proposal* detailing 
dimensions and measurements, and it 
will be well if the acceptance of this 
advice finally shall lead to the more 
general use of the system in domestic 
business. »ays the Philadelphia bul¬ 
letin. 

Lira/il, Clu e. I’cru, and nearly all 
the Sooth American countries have 
formally adopted the metric system, 
and it is in general use in all the 
European nations, except Russia and 
England, where it is permissive. Con¬ 
gress has legalised its use In the 
United Stairs, establishing a table ol 
standard equivalents in our common 
measurements, authough. unfortunate¬ 
ly. the Federal tabic of weights and 
measures in this country is a nun- 
enforced standard. 

Uniformity of weights and meas¬ 
ures throughout the United States is 
greatly to be desired, and in an inter¬ 
state commerce which enters into 
forty tight jurisdictions would seem to 
be almost ss essential as uniformity 
in monetary terms, but it is very far 
from being accomplished, and seems 
to be possible only when Congress 
shall exercise the powefr Svhich Is 
given it by the Constitution. 

When this shall be undertaken it 
will be as easy, if not easier, svoiding 
the confusion of familiar terms with 
new significance to establish a stand¬ 
ard liter as to decree a new quart. u 
hectoliter as a new bushel, and if ex* 
port trade is to become general, and. 
by the development of exporting com¬ 
binations. is to enable the small pro¬ 
ducer or manufacturer to utilise his 
surplus capacity with the same plant 
and organisation with which he serve# 
domestic trade, there will be a distinct 
advantage in a single system of meas¬ 
urements which will suffice for both. 

IRON COINS IN GERMANY 

The German Treasury Department 
reports that iron five and ten-penny 
pieces to the amount of $J.000,000 
have been coined and put into circu¬ 
lation since the war began The coin¬ 
age is to be continued un'.il the maxi¬ 
mum of tj.

DIRTY SPOTS 
ARE EXPOSED 
TO LURE ANTS 

Simple Methods of Freeing the 
House From the Com¬ 
mon Pests 


A TEACHER 


As long as household condition* arc 
*uch as to attract ants, measures for 
getting rid of the insects will be of 
httic value, says a new* publication of 
1 fie L nitcil States Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, Farmers Bulletin 740 , by C 
L. Marl«U. 

The tit st step m freeing a house 
from these pests is. therefore, to 
clean up all food that may be scat¬ 
tered about and to keep food supplies 
which may attract ants in ant-pro' I 
metal containers, or in icc-boxcs. 
cake, bread, sugar, meat and similar 
subsuncvs are especially likely to at¬ 
tract the insect*. 

Inc itav of baits i» not recommend¬ 
ed in the bulletin abcady mentioned, 
because of the danger that these will 
serve uirrely to draw more insects 
into the house and thus actually to 
increase the nuisance. Wli<r* it can 
be safely used, however, a syrup 
poisoncj with arsenate of soda has 
been found effective. The formula 
b r this syrup is one pound of sugar 
dissolved in a quart »>! water, to which 
ulj be added ijs grain# of arse¬ 
nate oi soda. This mixture is boiled 
and strained and on cooling is used to 
moisten sponges which are placed 
where they esn be reached easily by 
the an«s. The insects cidlect the 
syrup and convey it to ihrir nests, so 
that the whulc colony is ultimatrly 
poiconcd Although this method has 
been found effective, as has been said, 
it should be remembered that the ar- 
kenotc ol soda is poi*oiiotis to uuman 
teiiigs an«l to animals as well as 10 
ants, and that it* use must be safe¬ 
guarded h> the greatest precautions 

W heu the ants can be traced back 
to their nests and these arc fu acces¬ 
sible place*, it is possible to destroy 
the eulogies by injecting with an oil 
on or small syringe a little bisulphid 
01 carbon, kcro*-nc or gasoline into 
the nests. All these substances, how¬ 
ever, arc inflammable, and precautions 
must be taken, therefore, against the 
danger of fire. 

Though the common garden or lawn 
ants, which build their little »rater 
n.*st* around house#, arc distinct spe¬ 
cies trum the true house ants, they 
may find their way into the bouse. 
Their colonies may be destroyed by 
drenching the nests with boiling wat¬ 
er or injecting a small quantity of 
kerosene or coal oil into them. Where 
larger areas are affected it 1 * some- 
'•inu* advisable to spray the lawns 
with kerosene emulsion or with a 
very strong soap wash prepared by 
dissolving any common laundry »< ap 
in water at the rate of onc-hali pound 
to one pound of soap to a gallon ot 
water. 

Another method ia to inject biaul- 
phid of carbon into the nests, the 
•inaruity of the chemical depending 
upon the size of the nest After the 
bisulphid of carbon lias been injected, 
the entrance* to the nesi should be 
closed by the foot in order to rc’ain 
the rhcmica!, which will then pene¬ 
trate slowly through the underground 
channel and kill the ants. .Although 
its fumes are disagreeable, they are 
not poisonous to man and the higher 
animals
